14 point 
of perseverance, we live ai instaftce here which 
I think quite eclipses Mr. EicRer;—Mr. Jesse Buf- 
fington has, on the shore of Lake Erie, m the 
town of Portland. Chnautaque county, panetfated 
a solid rock, for the above purpose, five hundred 
and thirty feet! and is still pursuing the under- 
‘faking with unabated arépr. The rock at pre- 
sent, is so very hard that ié progresses only one 
foot per day, which is effected by. the labor of 
five hands, although the average is estimatéd at 
about two feet per day. Mr. Buflington bas ex- 
pended in his business mote than 4000 dollars, 
principally bis own private property. He feels 
confident of succeeding in the attempt, were he 
furnished with the means of costinuing a while 
longer. A subscription has been made up which 
enables him at present, to prosecute it—and we 
hope to sée his labors finally crowned with suc- 
cess. 

When he comménced the work, he had some 
éxpectation of finding salt water at thé great: 


ést kuown depth of Lake Erie, which is 330° 
feet; being disdppointed however, he now cal- !: 


culates upon it, at fice hundréd dud fifty feet, 
which is understood to be about the level of tide 
Water at Albany. If he fails at thot depth, hein- 
fends, if no accident happens, still to persevere, 
and bore, if necessary, a hundred oF two feet 
dveper ; calculating that every few feet, at the 
depth he now is, doubles'the prospect of a happy 
termination of his labors.
